The whole Diſcourſ ſhews you how to improve bar- 
ren and heathic Land,and how toraif more then ordina- 
ric profit thereof, by ſuch waics and means as are not 
practiſed in England; but as commonly in ſom parrs of 
Brabant and Flanders,as the Husbandrie of Wheat and 
Rye is here. By that means you may nobly angment 
your Eſtates, and will receiv ſo much the more profit 
znd praif, by how much with more induſtrie and dili- 
gence you govern your affairs; and will not onely bee 
imitated , bur alſo honored by your Neighbors, when 
they ſhall ſee your Labors proſper ſo far as ro convert 
barren and heathie ground, leftunhusbanded for many 
ages,into as commodious arrable Land , with paſtures 
and Mcadows,as any bee in this a. ; Andcer- 
tainly that man is worthie of Praiſand Honor, who bee- 
ing poſſeſſor of a large and barren demeafnes conftrain's 
it by his labor and induſtrie to produce extraordinarie 
fruic, which redound's not.onely to his own particular 
profit, but alſo to the publick benefit. Caro ſaith, itisa 
great ſhame to a man, not to leav his inheritance greater

Sorhar it appear's by degrees, that what courſ 
ſoever a man taketh in the world, atlaſt hee cometh ro 
Husbandrie, which is the moſt common occupation 
among men, the moſt natural and holie, beeing com- 
manded by the mouth of.God to ourfirſt Fathers. There 
is care and diligence requiſite in Husbandrie, as there is 
inall the ARions of the world , and therefore as a Cap» 
rain hath a Lieycenant to command his Souldiers in his 
abſence, or for his cal : So muſt you provide ſom able 
honeſt man,to whom you will commirctheexecutionof 
ſuch chings. as you your ſelvs cannot do withour-too 
much labor, whereof you muſt often take anaccount and 
confer with him,asoccafion ſhall require,about your bu- 
fineſs:that nothing may bee left undon for want of Pro- 
vidence:To ſuch a man'yyou muſt give good wages,with 
intent to'advance your own gain, and take thermore eaſ 
by reafon of his honeſtic and knowledg.

FF is a certain thing,thar the chiefeſt and fundamental. 
teſt point in Hu5banadrie, is, To underftand the nature 
and condition of the Land that one would Till ; and to 


| ſowirwith ſuch Seeds asit will produce,cither Natural- 


ly,or by Art, that which may turnto a man's greateſt 
profit and advantage. [ did think I had underſtood that 
point (when I wentour of England) after thirtic years 
experience in Hnsbandrie, and having improved my 
Land as much as any man in this Kingdom hath don, 
beth by Water and Fire. Bur after I had been a while in 
prabaut and Flanders,l found I was to learn a new leffon 
_— of Husbandrie , for that the barrenneſt, Heathie 
Sandic Lands in thoſe Countries did produce richer 
Commodities,by an ordinaric way of Hasbandrie there 
in praQice, then the ſtrongeſt and richeft grounds that 
were in both thoſe Conntries. When I firſt arrived ar 
Dunkirk, and went to Bridges, ( which was near fortic 
miles) I ſaw a rich Countrie as ever my cies beheld, 
ſtock't with goodly Wheat and Barlje, and excellent 
Meadows and Paſtures, The ſoil began to alter into 
worſ, mid-way between Bridges and Gawnt,which where 
twentic four Eng/; ſh miles aſunder, and fo foon as I was 
= Gaunt,in my journey towards Antwerp, I did fee fuch 
and for above twentie miles together, that I cannot 
compare to any ground more like,then theLand by San 
die Chappet, three miles diftant from King fon upon 
Thames. A great part of the High-waics,out of the Road 
andTrack of Horſes and Carts,did bear Hearh;and ſuch 
Incl on the infide of rhe waies, which were not 
kept in Tillage, did cicher:-produce Heath or Broom of 
their wn natures. $.. / did not much _— cif 
eame within two miles of Antwerp, w<Þ was thirtie Eng- 
liſh wiles from Gavyr. There ſaw a goodlie Marh, or 
B 3 feeding

feeding ground for Cattel,which was kept with a 
Banck tor beeing overflowed by the river of Sce/d, un- 
der-which notwithſtanding there lay Sluces to let inthe 
Water when they pleaſed,and Ditches were made in the 
Marſh co convey .it back into the 'River at low Tides 
when they thought fir. On the other fide of Antwerp 
was Contribution-land lying in Brabazt, which natural- 
ly was as barren and aptto Heath as any land 'betwixt - 
that Citie and Gawyt. I ſtaied nqt long at Antwerp before 
I returned to Gaw#t,and diligently reviewing the Coun» 
trie as I went back, I could finde no other Corn to grow 
there, then Re, Oats, and French Wheat, which ſeemed 
a ſufficient Teſtimonie to mee of the barrenneſs of che 
ſoil, which would ncither bear Wheat, Barlie,or Peaſ, and 
for that the former Grains did uſually grow in England 
upon the edg of Forreſts and Heathie grounds. A few 
daics after my return, I fell into diſcour{ with a Dutch 
Merchant, then living at Gaunt,but had lived ſom years 
1n England, and told him that T did not think that all 
Flanders had yielded ſo much barren ground as I had 
ſeen between Gannt and Antwerp, Hee anſwered mee, 
thatthat Land was the richeſt part of all Flanders. I ſmi- 
led to hear him ſay ſo, thinking at firſt hee had jeſted, 
and I replied, That I believed, that one Acre of Land 
between Bridges and Dunkirk, was worth ten Acres of 
any Land I ſaw there between Gaunt and, Antwerp (exe 
cepting the Marſh land,and ſom little ſtraps of Mcadow 
by the River ſide): for the one did bear goodlie Wheat , 
Barlie and Peaſ, and was in many places naturally cx- 
cellent Mcadow and Paſture, and the other would car- 
xie no other Corn but Rie, French Wheat, and Oats, and 
would never bear any conſiderable graſs,but turn'd pre- 
ſently after ir was laid down to Heath or Broom. "ThE 
Merchant 


— 
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Merchant told meeagain, that their beſt Commodities 
were pull'd+ and cur before I went that: waie z bur hee 
could prove that thatLand did yield more profit yearly 
then the beſt Land in Flaxders, and that the Bores (for 
ſothey term their Farmers)were richer there then in any 
part of the Countrie. I muſt confeſs at firſt T thought 
his diſcourf to bee ſom kinde of Riddle, but ſeeing him 
earneſt in affirming that which ſeem'd ſtrange tomee g 
I defired him to explain himſelf, how it was poſſible, 
that that Land ſhould yield more profit then the other. 
E 'will tell you (faid hee ) the reaſon why it yielderty 
more profit, becauſ that Land is natural to bear Flax, 
which is called the Wealth of Flanders, and one Acre 
of good Flax is worth fouror five Acres ofthe beſt 
Corn which groweth between Dunkirk 8 Bridges, and 
afterthe Flax 1s pull'd, it will preſently bear a Crop of 
Turnips ; which may bee better vorth, Acre for Acre, 
then the beſt Cornin the Countrie. After that Crop is 
off, about April following you may ſow the ſame Land 
with 0ats z and upon them C/over-garſs ſeed onely har- 
rowing it with buſhes, which will com -upafter the 0ats 
are mowed, and that year yield youa very great Paſture 
till Chriſtmas, and the next year following you may 
cut that graſs three rimes,8 it will every time bear ſuch 
a burden, and ſo good to feed all forts of Cattel, as the 
beſt Meadows inthe-Countrie do not yield'the like, and 
will continue good four or five years together without 
ſowing ir. After this wee:parted.. At-firſt F wondered 
much at his diſcourſ; but much more at the ignorance 
and ſlothfulneſs of our Countrie which beeing near-to 
Flanders, and' many Merchants and Gentlemen travel- 
ing thither daily,none ſhould underſtand,or at leaſt puc 
=. aRice theſe Hwbandries,there beeing —

and Heathie Land in England of very little value, which 
mightby following their Example in theſe Hy«bendries 
bee made more profitable, then the beſt Land inthis 
Kingdom. I after pondered what the Merchant ſaid all 
that daie and the next, and then beganto imagine wich 
wy ſelf, what an huge /mproverwest | might make of my 
own eſtatce,if theſe things were true which hee had told 
meezand it God Almightie pleaſed co permit mec quict- 
ly tognjoy it, And to bee furcher ſatisfied, Iſenc an- 
other Dyrchmen in the Town that had beenin Exgland, 
with whom I was grown acquainted, and deſired him tq 
inform himſelf from ſom of the Byres in the Cauntric, 
whether thoſe things the Merchant had affirmed to mec 

were true, Hee returned mee an Anſwer from three or 
four, whom hee (aid hee knew to bee honeſt men and 
(207 5s oy Husbangries, that a Gammet of Flax, 
(which was their Acre, but ſomwhat more in quanticie 
thenours) might well pan fourtie or fiftie pounds 
worth of Flex, if the were well dung'd and Huſ- 
banded, and ſowed with good Eaſt-Countrie ſeed, and 
that it pleaſed God to ſend convenient rain after it was 
{owed, and a ſeaſongble time till Harycſt. Theſe were 
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or more out of the Town, and expoſtulared rhe buſineſs 
with the, Bores, when they were ſowing of Flax and Clo. 
ver-graſs ſced,and afterwards obſerv'd that theſe'things 
did profper very well; ofiſach ground as I conceiv'd to 
bee extreme barren of its own Nature. Burt further to 
inform my ſelf more fully what an Acre of Flax, might 
bee worth, T bonghtan Erghſþ rod of Flax ,when it was 
grown op,neitherthe beſt nor worſt, and canſed itto be 
polls water'd, and drefs'd by itſelf, then valued it as 
lax was(old the week following in che marker at Gave, 
and the feed likewife, Afterwards I cat what eight 
rod, which was an Acre, would riſe unto, according to 
tharyaluation, and 1 found that it came to thirtie fix 
pound, fourteen ſhillings, ſix , and though by that 
rarean Acre did not com to forti ds,- yet it made 
mee believ, that an Acre of good Flax tnight beeworth 
fortie pound-and tmore \; for that which Irried was but 
indifferent Flax. 

I went preſently afterwards to Antwerp, and ſaw al. 
moſt every third or foarth field by the highway fide for 
almoſt twentic five mites t Rocked with goodlic 
Flax,far beyond that which Tbought to make my Trial 
of , Whereof ſom waspull'd, andthe reft was ready to 
pal The fimilirade of a quantitie of Land I had 

#olarduntotheirs in Flanders and Brabant , which I 
ſaw did bear their richeſt Commodities: and my Loſs in 
England both of perſonal and real Eſtate, made mee en- 

re afterall Hwberdries of thoſe Countries of ſuch as 
pond could == Cop inftrut mee, chat 1 might 

earn ointhing,o ing,or otticr,wherby to repair my fortunes, 
If hereaftec it pleas'd Almighti Godto frm mee leav 
to e0joic my own Eſtare in Peace again, And beeing 
Cay in companic of fom LE happen'd that 
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diſcourſ fell out about Improvement of their barren 
ground. I ſaid that I had a great quantitie of Barren and 
Heathie Land in Emgland,that I thought might bee caſi- 
ly brought to bear Flax,Turnips and Clover-grafs as well 
as their barren Lands did in Flanders and-Brabant, To 
which a Merchant anſwered, that hee would carrie mee 
to a man within three miles of Antwerp, who had taken 
a Farm upon Improvement, which was juſt ſuch Heathic 
Land as Ideſcrib'd mine to bee, For hee was about five 
years ſince to have bought it, and when hee ſaw ir all 
Heath, hee would not meddle with it, but the Farmer 
had ſo improv'd it alreadie, that hee had now growing 
upon it,a Nurſery of twelv Acres of all ſorts of Trees, 
as Pear-Trees, Apple-Trees, Cherry-Trees, Cheſnut and 
Walnut-Trees, Oaks, Aſhes, Elms, and the like ; hee had 
there alſo growing both Flax, Twrnips, Clover: gxaſs, Ro- 
man beans, and moſt ſorts of Corn, and hee hag planited 
a Hop-ground, and an Orchard, hee ſaid hee would tell 
mee what Husbandrie hee uſed to make ſuch a ſtrange 
Converſion, and that I could not pleaſ him better then 
rocom to ſce it, andapplaud his Hmbanarie: and hee 
did aſſure mee, thatit was-worth my Journie,andto bee 
inform'd from him : for nevera man in that Coutitrie 
could better inſtru mee, then hee, and I will (ſaid hee) 
- gothither with you, when you pleaſ. I thanked him very 
kindly for his offer,and told him T wouldwait upon'him 
thither to morrow morning..It was agreed betyeen us, 
.and ſom other that were there ſaid, they would waiton 
us both to ſee this wonder. But I asked him before wee 
parted, what that taking of a Farm upon Improvement 
. was, which-hec before did ſpeak of. Hee anſwered,that 
when another had bought the Land, this man offered 
more Rent then hee could make of it at that time, to 

have 
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have a Leaſfor oneand ewentic years, upon condition, 
' that whatſpever four indifferent perſons (whereof two 
to bee choſen by the one, andtwo by the other) ſhould 
jadg the Farm to bee improved above the Rent at the 
end of his Leaf, the Owner was topay ſo much in value 
to the Tenant for his improving it.' I rold him it was a 
waie of letting land I never knew of before : Hee an- 
ſwered it was an ordinarie waie- with them of letting 
ſuch barren Land, as men could not tell how ro manage 
themſelvs. 

The nextdaie, wee went thicher, and the firſt thing 
wee ſaw was his Nurſerie of trees, which did grow and 
proſper very well, and hee made accompt they would 
yield him ten thouſand pounds before his Leaf was ex- 
pired,and as I remember hee valued them one with an - 
other but at two ſhillings a tree. Then I ſaw a little Cloſe 
of flax , which I eſteemed to bee about three engliſh 
acres: of which flax hee cold mee, the Merchant thar 
brought mee thither before I came from Antwerp, that 
hee had made an hundred and fiftie pounds, which was 
by my computation fiftie pounds an Acre. I alfo ſaw 
growing there very good Turnips and excellent Clover- 
graſs, which hee valued to bee then worth twely gue 
an Acre, I after ſaw itcutting the firſt dai of Fuxe 
1644, beeing then two foor long, and very thick, and 
went thither again the nine and twenticth daie of the 
ſame moneth,and ſaw the ſame graſs grow up, and then 
cutting again, becing twentie Inches long, Haw-i cut- 
ting again in Avguſt following, becing then cighteen 
inches long.

I was very inquiſitive of him to 
know what husbandrie hee uſed t6 the land, for to con- 
vert it from heath to bear ſuch rich Commoditics;” Hee 
told mte, firſt hee broke it up with a ſtrong Team, of 
horſes, then ploughe&it croſs, afterwards tore off the 
heath with a great harrow , then pirtieted it up and 
burnt ir, and laid about twentie Joads of dung upon an 
Acre, and ſpredit upon the Land, then ploughed it 
again, and ſowed the firſt crop with Rye, the next with 
Oats; and when hee had harrowed his 0ats, hee ſowed 
Clover graſ;-ſeed upon them,which hee harrowed with 
a bundle of buſhes under his harrow,andthat came, after 
the Oats was off; to be of a yery, good paſture before 
Michaelmas, and this third year hee had mowed the Clo- 
wver-graſs thrice,as T had ſeen,and it would com tg a very 
good paſture quickly, to feed till Chriſtmas ; and the 
ſame hee thought hee ſhould do for three years more 
but afterwards the ground wouldturn- to an ordinaric 
graſs, Hee ſaid, hee uſed his ground where his flax grew, 
as his others ; but firſt again,about half the quantitie of 
dung hee did at firſt ; and thenſowed it with fax, and 
upon the flax Clover-grafs.ſced, as hee. had don befare 
upon the 0ats, his-Roman-beans, his Hops, and Orchard 
thrived very. well, and all with the ſame quantitic of 
dung, . proportionably uſed, for there they knew 'no 
other Maxure. I askt him how hee conld make 12 1. '6f 
an acre of this Clover-graſs: hee ſaid , cither by feeding 
Cattle,or keeping Kine, or laying it for ſeed after the firſt: 
cut. For an Acre of it beeing made part into haie, and 
the reſt fed green, would four Kine, wintex and. 
ummer andan Acre laid for ſced mighe carry five bu-. 
ſhels, which valued at 6 d. a pound, came to $1. Ster- 
ling ; befides the firſt and ſecond cuts of graſs and hay, 
and 
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and the after-paſture. Hee ſzid the beſt rime for ſowing 
Flax itid Clover-grafs ſeeds was abotit the beginning of 
April, prefemtly after a' ſhowr' of raiti.. Som-continue 
ſo! ing of Flax untit the” end of 'May, and'ſom; ſow after; 
though Tknow no calif co commend their ſlowneſs, 'in 
ſowing of it fo late. I was not very inquiſitive after: his. 
other Commodiries. I'faw by his Tarmips which hee 
{owed upoh his hearhie land,ar his fiſt breaking up,thae 
hee differed in that point from all other husband-men in 
thoſe Countries, who ſowed them immediately after 
Rye or Flax, butthoſe things are left ro every one's ex- 
perierice to proceed cheteint as hethink*s beſt;accordin 
to his own Obſervation. Naw what I had obſerved 
here, and. between Gant and Antwerp, my Reaſon told 
mee, ( grounded vpon ſom former experience, ) that 
there was no land that naturally bore heath, being either 
of a ſandic,or loamie movld, bur might by devonſhiring 
firft(which I prefer before their Husbandric in Flanders ,. 
whereunto adding ſom Dung,or Lime,or Marl,in fit pro- 
portion,as ſhall bee hereafter expreſſed) may bee made 
better then the beſt land, that Flanders or England doth 
afford, For no man with reaſon can denie, but that Land 
# beſt, which will bring forth ſuch Commodities, as will yield 
oo monie to make one wealthie and rich; for thougli 
calth and Riches may conſiſt either in Catrle, Corn, 
Houſhold-ſtoff, Plate or Jewels; yer, when thoſe things 
are valued, wee commonly ſay, They are worth ſo much 
monie, $0 Reoine Petunia, Monie is the 2ueenthat com- 
mand's Eye if the ſame quantitic of —_ of poor 
heathie Land,by produc ,Turnps 8 Clover-grafs, 
will yield Key monſe' then "the rich Land, whi 
yieldeth Wheat, Barlie, Meadow, and, good” Patture: 
then by conſequence it followerh, that the pooy Laid is- 
C 3. better. 
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better then the Rich. And I-ſuppoſe that they finde by 
experience in Flanders that their rich land will naturally 
bear thoſe Commodities, otherwiſe they could not bee 
ignorant that they do ſo far exceed their beſt Cornand 
Meadows in mattter of. profit, which appeareth clearly 
by their own valuations: for they value an Acre of Flax 
may bee worth fortie or fiftie pound, An Acre of Twrnips 
worth eight pound, or ten poundzan Acre of Clovergraſs 
worth ten or twely pound, whereas they value their beſt 
Barley may bee worth ten or twely pound, their beſt 
Wheat may bee worth fiveor fix pound an Acre, and 
their beſt Meadow worth four or five pound an Acre: 
Now if you compare the value of thele Commodities 
together, ſuppoſing the richLand will not bear the other, 
which are the richer Commoditics, ſo well as the poor , 
you muſt needs conclude the poorer Land to bee rhe 
better. And ir is a ſtrong Argument to mee, that their 
rich land will not bear thoſe rich Commodities ſo natu- 
rally as the Heathie and Sandie Land doth, for though 
I went often between Bridges and Dunkirk, which is 
thirty nine miles, becing the richeſt Land in Flanders, 
and where there is frocry Wheat, Barley,and Meadows,as 
ever my cies beheld ; yet I never ſay in all tharground, 
tomy remembrance,oneAcre of Flax, Turnips,or Clover» 
graſs : whereas, on the contraric, between Gaant and 
Antwerp, (which is thirtic miles, and the pooreſt Land 
inall the Countrie, much like Sandie-Chappel in Sarrie, 
or ſom part of the Heathie Land in Windſor-forreſt :) 1 
have ſeen many. hundreds of Acres of goodlic Flax, 
Twrnips, and Clever-graſs, cloſe by the High-way fide, 
and their Corn there not any thingbutRie,FrenchWheat, 
and Oats. | 

Tt is not onely dung, vhich cauſcth the py: - 
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thoſe Barren, Heathie, and ſandie Lands for to bring 
forth thoſe rich Commodities; but partly the fiature of 
thoſe ſeeds, which dodelight togrow rather in alight 
and gentle Land,then in one too ſtiffand heavie. Though 
icis true, that dung is of that virtue, that it heat's, fat 
ten's, ſweeten's, and reclaim's all Barren grounds: and 
unſlaktLime and Marl are of as great an Efficacig,beeing 
proportionably tempered with Earthand A(bes, and of 
longer continuance to enrich Land, as I will ſhew here- 
after. But becauſ ſom wil ſay,that the burning of theTurff 
(which ee call Devonſhiring) will make the ground the 
worſafterthree years, I domoſt confidently affirm, up. 
on my own experience,that, with the addition of Dupe, 
or Lime,or Marl, in fit proportions, that there is no'fuch 
Hwsbandrie'in the World , perfealy to prepare” any 
HeathieLand,and make it nouriſh,receiv andripen ſeeds.” 
Forthe Earth is, as it were, renewed by the Fire, having 
no other Roots inthe entrails of ir, produceth nothing 
in many years but what one ſow's upon it z and ſhall re- 
main vigorous enough to ſery as long as one of know- 
ledg and underſtanding will defire it. And therefore I 
ſhall adviſe you to prefer this Husbandrie upon:ygur 
Heathie Land before any other, thay Freddy 
Though they have no ather manure to mend' their 
Land , but Dung inthe Barren and Heathie Lan in 
Flanders and Brabant : yet they havea ry fing way inf 
Brabant to rail agreatquantitic of Dung; he þ 
whereof may much agdyance the Improvement * SEL20- 
»ards Forreſt. They that keep ſheep there, upon the 
Heaths, bouſ. them every night, and jn the Som 
noon, aſt having latTthee? or, four Inthes of” 
_ the bottom ofthe Floor,: whereqn they lodg i 
for a night or two,which tread their Dung and 
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the Sand, and fo they dailyuſe more Sand to bee uſed in 
the ſame manner,until the quantitie bee grown ſogrear, 
that the ſheep cannot conveniently go in orout. Then 
they caſt that our of the Houf, and put in' more Sand, 
and fo proceed throughout the year, and by this means 
three or four hundred ſheep will rail one thouſandLogds 
of Dung in a year : and cight hundred ſheep two thou- 
{and Loads, which,allowing twentie Loads to an Acre, 
will cung an hundred Acres yearly : and this Dung by 
experience doth mightily impraye ſuch Heathie Land

and the year following com to as goodGraſsas any hee 
had 'to his Farm. This I hold to bee the cheapeſt Huſ- 
bandrie : becauſfour orfive Load of Fern, of which 
there is ſtore in the Forreſt, beeing cut from the begin- 
ning of F#ly to the middle of A»guſt,will burn off rwely 
Loads of Chalk to Lime ; and though your Chalk coſt 
dearthe bringing thither;yet the Lime will not ſtand you 
in twelv ſhillings a Load, and by this way you ſave 
much carriage, and ſo by conſequence may compals to 
manureyearly much more Land. As for Example, you 
carrie but one Load of Limeto your Land, whereas by 
the other waies you muſt carrierwentieLoads of Dung, 
and fortie Loads of Merl. So as by the Lime,if that will 
do as well,you may Lime twentic Acres as ſoun as you 
can Dung one Acre, and fortie Acres for one with Marl, 
But I adviſe you to make Trial your ſelvs of all theſe 
ſeveral Husbandrier, and then to follow that which you 
finde cheapeſt and beſt, 

I have ſet down at large, how I came firſt ro know 
theſe Husbandries, and how I was ſatis fied in thele parti- 
culars. I have alſo ſet down three feyeral waies to im- 
prove your Land ; now | will lay down gp

Thus have 1I plainly ſhewed what I'promiſed in my 
Preface, that was, how an induftrious'man in Brabaxt 
and Flanders would convert five hundred Acres of bar- 
ren and heathie Land from little value in five years to 
bee worth above ſeven thouſand pounds a year. 

You ſee, you have better means ta mend your Land 
then they have; your Land lieth in a manner under the 
ſame Climate, for Chichefter and Mecklin are in one 
degree; the Soil is much alike, as I have ſhewed, you 
may haveas gooda vent for your Commodities,as they 
have for theirs, it you: pleaſ; and therefore I do not 
know what Reaſoncan hinder you from putting theſe 
things into praRtice. 

You may continue this yearly profit of ſeven thouſand 
eight hundred a year upon this five hundred Acres. [If 
youwill by Liming, dunging, or marling, and devonſhi- 
ring againthe firſt hundredAcres, laid down withC/over- 
£7o 20d ſowing it with Flax and Twrnips, as before,and

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ground,you were better improve that,nd ler theClover- 
grafscounuc as long as it will. And if after five years c6- 
tiauancent turnethtoa mingled Grafs; yetthat will bee 
as good as moſt Meadows and Paſtures, that I know in 
England;tor it turn's comonly froma red Honie- Suckle 
to a white, which wee repute the ſweeteſt Graſs, al- 
though it doth nor carrie the greater burthen. And [ 
am per{waded it will continue longer ifit bee kept for 
Seed andcut but twice,whereas they commonly cut ic 
thricea year in Flanders alwaies itt the Sap, which will 
kill Fern. 

Now l will ſhew you how they vent theſe Commodi- 
ties, that you may learnthe better, how to vent yours. 
Firſt,they make great ſtore of Linnen themſelvs, and 
ſend it moſt for; London,wharrchey make not in Cloath; 
they havea Market every Thurſdaie at aplace called S* 
Niolas,almoſt mid-waie between Antwerp and Gaunt, 
whither Merchants com on purpoſe to buy ir,and ſend ir 
into Hollana,and thereſell itar dearrates. I met with a 
Linnen Draper of Zoydon,whenI was at Gannt,and que- 
ſtioning him what vent there was for Fla at London: hee 
told mee that before theſetroubleſom times,it Ihad had 
a very great quantitie, hee could have heiped mee to 
Chapmen to have bought it offat dearer rates at London, 
then uſually they ſold itatin Flanders , for hee ſaid, hee 
did believ there was notleſs thenan hundred; thouſand 
pounds,worth of F/ax brought yearly intoEngland from 
Forreigr: parts ; a: great part whereof to his knowledg 
was ſent itrom London into Laxcaſpire, there made: into- 
Cloath and afterwards brought back in Cloth,and.ſold 
in London, and it times grew peaceaple again in England, 
hee told'tnee, I need notdoubt the venting of more Flax 


# Lopdon,thenever I wauld have to ſell; andewo honeſt 
93.729 Jo? Engzliſh 
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Engliſh Merchants of my Acquaintance did aſſure mee, 
thatif I could not ſell my Flax at London to my content, 
they would tranſport it for meeinto Holland, where 1 
might ſell it dearer then they fold their Flax in Flanders: 
for Merchants uſually fent for Flax out of Flanders, and 
fold it again in Holl/and,at dearer rates then they paid for 
it there. | 

Bur if you finde that theſe Commodities thrive with 
you,and you grow rich by them ,- I would adviſe you 
to ſend for ſom workmen our of Flanders, that under- 
ſtand the ManufaRure of Linnen Cloth, and make your 
own Flax into LinnenCloth, you cannot chool bur gain 
by it exceedingly, when youare aforchand with the 
world, if they live by it who fetch it firft from Loxdox 
into Laxcaſhire by Land;beeing madein cloth , recarric 
it» up, and beſides you ſhall do a charitable deed by 
bringing in that ManufaQure into the Kingdom, For it 
keep's a very great number of poor women and Chil- 
dren at work in Flaxders and Holland, that otherwiſe 
would not have means to live. So by this way you 
ſhall bee ſure to vent your Flax, and withall procure a 
publick benefit to the kingdom.
